D. Syria There has been no resolution of the struggle 
between the moderate and extreme Baathists, and the 
possibility of a coup is still there. 

E. Laos The murderers of neutralist Colonel Leuang 
have not been apprehended. Ambassador Unger reports 
that suspicions range across the whole Laotian po- 
litical spectrum, from the Pathet Lao on the left 

to the Phoumi rightists. 
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
